Sır, —I herewith submit the Biennial Report of the transac- 
tions of this office, from the 30th day of November, 1870, to 
November 30th, 1872; a period of two years; a detailed 
statement of which will be found appended, together with a | 
schedule of the business of this office.

It will be seen by tabular statement, No. 14 annexed, that 
the receipts of the Treasury of this Territory, as shown by the 
books of this office, for the years 1871 and 1872, were 
$81,409 10.

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Territorial and county licenses were sold in the year 1871, 
to the number of 1,576; 1872 to the number of 833; making 
a total of 2,409 for two years. : 

The Revenue Act, as far as its provisions come under the 
supervision of this office, has been fully carried out, with the 
exceptions in one or two details; one of which has been the 
neglect of the county officers to forward to this office reports 
of tax levies charged against Sheriffs as tax collectors; and 
the neglect of County Auditors in not reporting the delin- 
quent rolls uncollectable, and the amount of reductions from 
original assessments made by boards of equalization, so that 
the aggregate of the sums may be placed to their credit. 

It will be seen that there is a visible improvement in the 
Prison Fund. The disbursements on this account were, in 
1870, $1,168 67. In 1871 they were $11,471 56. The dis- 
bursements, on this account, to March 21st, 1872, were $3,- 
758 25; to Dec. Ist, 1872, $3,064 83. 

This vearly decrease, as shown in report for 1872, has been 
brought about through a contract entered into, March 1872, 
by the Territorial authorities, with the Marshal of the United 
States, allowing the Territorial convicts to be cared for by 
the United States, in the Penitentiary, near Boise City, ata 
price of $1 00 per day for each convict, payable in currency at 
the end of each and every month. The fruits of this most 
excellent arrangement is a canse of congratulation to all, 

It is to be observed that the estimates of expenses, fur the 
vears 1873 and 1874 are considerably less than those made in 
my report for the years 1871 and 1872. 

I have the honor to submit to your Excellency the following 
recommendations relative to changes in the laws affecting this 
office, and in the Revenue Acts of this Territory. A serious 
cause of complaint, productive of cunfusion and delays, is the 
fact that there is no uniform Revenue Laws for the Territory ; 
there being separate and different laws for “collection of 
taxes, etc., ineach county. This evil should be remedied by 
the Legislature. A general act, covering all counties alike, 
will be the approach to asystematic method of conducting the 
finances of the Territory. 

The law should be so amended that the fiscal year should 
end October 31st of each year, so that the Treasurer and 
Comptroller can give the Governor their reports by December 
ist, that the Legislature may have the benefit of a full state- 
ment of the affairs of these offices up to the time of their as- 
sembling. 
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All claims against the Territory, in whatever shape they 
may come, should be provided for by the Legislature, and pre- 
sen,ed to the Comptroller for approval. Asthe law now is, the 
Treasurer settles and adjusts certain claims, of wbich the 
Comptroller has no knowledge; and the system of checks and 
balances, 80 necessary in conducting the business of the two 
offices, is rendered nugatory, so much that the Comptroller is 
unable to give from his books the total indebtedness of the 
Territory. 

I recommend that the several counties pay into the Territo- 
rial treasury the full amount of the percentage due the Terri- 
tory from all sources of revenue, free of all costs and charges ; 
for the reason that the law at present subjects the county and 
Territorial officers to an unnecessary amount of labcr in regn- 
lating and adjusting those accounts; and from the confusion 
arising under the present system it is almost impossible to 
properly adjust those accounts. 

As the Territory furnishes all blank Licenses, Poll Tax Re- 
ceipts, etc., at a yearly cost of from $2,000 to $3,000, it 
seems that it is not unjust to ask that the laws be amended as 
above requested. 

The financial condition of our Territory demands that 
every just method be used to meet our liabilities. 

The amount of Bonds dne in 1875 and 1876, $65,058 56, 
payable in gold coin, with interest, at one per cent per month, 
interest payable semi-annually, presents a very serious ques- 
tion. This debt is only a portion of the indebtedness of the 
Territory, the whole of which we will have to meet soon. 

Every means should be used to cut off useless expenditures 
and increase our revenues,—to the end that our credit may be 
sustained, and our honest debts paid as provided in the agree- 
ment with our creditors. 

In this view of the case I have made the above recommen- 
dations, and hope it will meet your approval. 

Statement No. 15 shows the amount retained by county off- 
cers fur the collection of the Territorial proportion of the rev- 
enue. This manner of permitting Boards of County Com- 
missioners to name amounts to be retained by Collectors, etc., 
for collecting Territorial Revenue, without rendering any bill 
or voucher for the same, is a procedure vicious in the extreme, 
dangerous as leading to fraud or collusion, and one for which 
[find no precedent in the laws of States and other Territories. 
Prudence and care require that this be discontinued. 

That a statement be made by the Treasurer and Comptroller 


è 
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of the amount of money required by the Territory for each 
fiscal year. That the same be apportioned, per capita, to the 
different countics, and by the county authorities added to their 
lists and the levy made, and the amount so apportioned to the 
counties be sent to the Territorial Treasurer in money, and 
not in money and vouchers—(allowances made by county au- 
thorities for collecting the same.) Under the present system 
there is nothing definite or certain. A specific sum ‘is requir- 
ed for Territorial expenditures; and when it is returned to the 
Treasury, it is found to consist of a portion money and a por- 
tion vouchers. 

I most sincerely hope the present system will be discontin- 
ued. 

The amount of $1,000 per year allowed the Territorial 
Comptroller, for contingent fund for his office, should be re- 
duced to $500 per annum. 

The Territorial Treasurer should be allowed a yearly con- 
tingent fund for rent of office, fuel, lights, etc., and for books, 
and blanks necessary to carry on the business of his office. 

The salary of the Treasurer of the Territory is an unjust 
and unequitable one. Obliged (asis the Comptroller) to re- 
ceive in warrants $1,000, hesells them at a discount of 20 to 
30 per cent., making his salary but $750 per year in curreney. 


County Treasurers and Auditors, in some of the counties, 
receive more salary than is given to the Territorial officers, and 
in money,—not being forced to receive their salary in war- 
rants and discount them. My opinion is that fair minded men 
will say that the salary of either office, Treasurer or Comp- 
troller, is not extravagant. The Legislature should give care- 
ful and prompt attention to our revenue laws, and correct the 
present inadequate and irregular system of finance. 

Many irregularities have grown up under it that can only 
be remedied by the law-making power. 

No warrants have been drawn by this office since April 
26th, 1871, for thesalaries of District Attorneys, there being a 
dispute in relation to the authority of this office to do so, and 
would most respectfully call the attention of the Legislature 
to the “Act, approved January 10th, 1866,” page 187, 3rd 
session.” — 

It would seem necessary and advisable that a commission be 
appointed by the Legislature to revise, compile and codify the 
laws of this Territory, and report at the next session of the 


- Legislature, in order that the County and Territorial officers 
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may act more in accordance with the law than under the pres- 
ent laws they are now able to do. -
